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GRANULAR MATERIALS FLOW 
By Lyne 8. Metcalfe 


Among the important factors in profitably process- 
ing rock products, is the control and regulation of ma- 
terials flow, the prevention of the formation of arches 
or bridges in storage hoppers or bins, the plugging of 
ducts or pipe materials conductors. 

This is especially important to induce movement of 
rock chips, aggregate cement and sand from the storage 
point to the point of loading or use. 

Leading rock products companies such as Atkinson 
Block Co., Bessemer Limestone, Diamond Alkali, The 
Irwin Mica Plant of Westinghouse have given close study 
to this problem and to enlist the best possible aids. 

Not only has control of rate of flow and its regula- 
tion been found essential to efficient handling, but also 
positive flow, and the location of this control at remote 
points to eliminate both waste of materials and man 
power. 

However, it is not alone in the handling and proces- 
sing field that the rock products industries seek ef- 
ficiency, but also in the packaging of the product by 
machinery. Here, again, control and regularity of flow 
is essential. Because, in bagging and packaging it has 
been found to be important that the pack come within 
the plus and minus limits for correct weight as set by 
laws in many states. 

Proper timing determines: (a) uniform feeding of 
contents and the complete filling of the container without 
excessive head space; (b) complete delivery of the hopper 
or bin content; (ce) greater control of handling cost fae- 
tors in terms of time and labor. 

For years, research has been at work devising better 
methods to give more and more control of the speed, 
quantitative, and uninterrupted flow of these granular 
materials. For the most part these control aids have 
taken the form of vibrators, auxiliary to hoppers, bins, 
feeders and their similar equipment. At the same time, 
experiments have been made to insure quiet operation

reducing the vibratory unit to the simplest possible form 
and the smallest possible dimensions. 

Perhaps the most outstanding advance forward in 
this direction has been the development and now wide- 
spread use in the industry of the ‘‘cireular action” vibra- 
tory method. In this method every attempt has been made 
to simplify especially as to basic operating principle. The 
idea here is to induce vibration by means of a mechanism 
in which imbalance is built in, and in which such out-of- 
balance construction can do no damage to the vibratory 
structure, or, to the structure on which same is mounted. 

In these compact units compressed air, and if desired, 
steam, drives a steel ball which rolls around a pair of 
raceways inside the vibrator, propelled at very high 
speeds. This all-direction motion is the secret of the 
method’s success. 

In a nut-shell, the simplicity of design of this kind of 
vibrator of which there are numerous types available, is 
indicated in the few parts needed: a connection for the 
airline ; an especially designed nozzle to obtain maximum 
air velocity and ‘‘turbine” action; and vent, for spent 
air at center.

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‘‘In other words specifying a unit for a given ap- 
plication cannot be reduced to a hard and fast formula. 
For this reason it is the common practice of vibrator 
manufacturers to offer units on a trial basis. 

‘‘Perhaps the design and construction of the equipment 
to be vibrated on a particular job is the most important 
factor governing the selection of a vibratory device. Also 
whether the equipment is of steel, concrete or wood. Next 
the shape of the equipment, whether square, round or 
rectangular.”’ 


Still another factor, as pointed out by Mr. Peterson, 
is reenforcement and support of vibrated units, grain 
size and weight of the granular material to be handled— 
whether of fine powder or lump texture. Or, whether it be 
dry in character or contains moisture in varying degrees. 

After all, the modern vibrator is designed to produce 
movement and the problem varies according to the above 
conditions and factors. The steel ball type of unit, it was 
pointed out is self-starting and its principle of operation 
makes it quiet in use, when noise reduction is considered 
to be a major factor in raising the production level. 

These vibrators have been designed to meet a wide 
range of uses by variation in mountings on: hoppers, 
feeders, chutes, storage hoppers, screening operations and 
conductor tubes. 

Speeds achieved are tremendous. 

For instance, a small size ball type unit has a fre- 
quency of vibration from zero to more than 50.000 epm. 
And this speed, it is said, creates an escape force of many 
thousands ‘‘Gs’’, on the ball and accounts for the great 
power of the unit.

So great is the quantity of granular materials hand- 
led every day in the industry that insuring a continuous 
and even flow of such materials is costly, stoppage bring 
idle machines and waste man hours, irregular feeds re- 
duce the production rate and may result in important 
wastage.

American business is faced with ‘‘a shrinking pool 
of executive talent,” a leading industrialist warned. 

Chairman Melvin H. Baker of National Gypsum Co. 
said ‘‘the greatest need of business in the next few 
decades will be for educated managers.” The founder and 
chief executive of the building materials company ad- 
dressed a gathering of Bowling Green University seniors 
at Bowling Green, Ohio. 

The Buffalo, N. Y. businessman, a U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce Vice President, said that while in 1965 there 
will be 28 million more Americans than there were in 
1955, there will be 136 thousand fewer persons between 
the ages of 25 and 45. ‘‘As the task of maintaining and 
raising our standard of living becomes more difficult, 
fewer and fewer young men will be available to shoulder 
it,’’ he declared.

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dustrialist said ‘‘ business is being made a tool for social 
progress. 

He stated that in addition to guarding the material 
welfare of its stockholders, management must now as- 
sume the collective social responsibility of the owners...

(The 
first was B.S. 1737, which was chiefly concerned with 
materials and compounds for domestic use—using the 
term ‘‘domestic” very broadly; the second was B.S. 1832, 
which related to compressed asbestos jointing for the 
petroleum industry). 





The standard was prepared under the authority of 
the Mechanical Engineering Industry Standards Commit- 
tee as a result of requests which originated from a body of 
users of the material. 

The publication deals with two grades of compressed 
asbestos fibre jointing: 


GRADE A. For use with water, inert gases, inert 
liquids or steam up to 950 lb/sq. in. and 
950°F (67 kg/em? and 510°C) 

GRADE B. For use with water, inert gases, inert 
liquids or steam up to 250 Ib/sq. in. and 
450°F (18 kg/em? and 230°C) 


The high temperatures and pressures in Grade A 
mean that the products field of application has been ex- 
tended considerably beyond that dealt with in B.S. 1737 
and B.S. 1832. They also mean a very high quality ma- 
terial. The successful solution of this standard in face of 
many initial problems—such as that concerning tensile 
strength reflects the close co-operation between the mannu- 
facturers and users who assisted in its preparation. 


Apart from the Home market there is a valuable ex- 
port trade in this material.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General business continues at a good level. While soft 
spots have appeared in certain lines the general picture 
is that of a lull rather than of a recession. While the steel 
rate is under 90% of capacity many steel executives are 
predicting an early upturn as users ‘‘ work off’’ inventor- 
ies. Auto sales are not booming but the industry expects 
1957 to at least equal 1956 in total sales. Home buying 
and building in certain areas is quite slow particularly 
in the West and Southwest. 

However, there is a feeling of optimism prevalent 
as opposed to the ‘‘jittery’’ feeling apparent at the begin- 
ning of the year and this possibly is best evidenced by the 
comparatively firm action of the stock market in the face 
of renewal uneasiness in the Middle East. 


ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 

Fibre shipments for the first quarter of 1957 were 
slightly below the same period for last year. However, 
with the opening of navigation heavy foreign shipments 
will be made over a period of months. 

It is expected that the next three months should sur- 
pass the same period for the previous year. 

Supplies of fibre on hand are adequate to take care 
of any foreseeable demand. 


ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

Asbestos Textiles. Continued improvement is being 
experienced. This applies to not only the sale of cloths 
but other items such as asbestos tape, asbestos rope, ete. 
While the outlook is good, it is not anticipated that de- 
mand will be equal to production. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. The first quarter was uni- 
formly good in all replacement sales. April was not up to 
previous months but weather conditions are supposed to 
have affected this. The remainder of the year should be 
very good on volume.

The market for paper remains the 
same, demand being slightly below production capacity. 
Prices are competitive for available business and it is an- 
ticipated that the market for this product for the balance 
of the year will be slightly less than last year. Demand 
for Millboard continues at a fairly uniform rate, with keen 
competition. Volume is expected to be somewhat less than 
the previous year. The first quarter of 1957 began slow- 
ly for Saturated Paper, but present sales show marked 
improvement although still behind production capacity. 
The remainder of this year should be the best sales year 
to date. 


Insulation. High Pressure. The market continues 
to be very strong and demand for high pressure insulation 
commodities continues at the same high rate it has held 
for the last year. There is still a tremendous amount of 
work being figured by contractors. It appears that the vol- 
ume for the balance of the year will continue fair with a 
slight improvement over the same period last year. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. This market remains 
about the same, with competition for available business. 

Asbestos Cement Products. April has been a very 
slow month but May is expected to improve. 

Roofing and Siding order placements for April were 
slightly above those for March but are normal. 

Present sales for Corrugated and Flat have exceeded 
the same period for 1956; while seasonably low for this 
period of the year, a record year for 1957 is anticipated. 

Seasonal .improvement in demand for asbestos ce- 
ment pipe is currently being experienced, but production 
still exceeds demand. The outlook appears to be good but 
total volume of business will depend largely on the num- 
ber of housing starts for the year. The demand for A-C 
pipe is directly related to new house construction; conse- 
quently any drastic reduction in housing starts will affect 
the demand for A-C pipe.

Contracts for future construction in the United 
States were up sharply in March, as compared with the 
same month last year, according to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, construction news and marketing specialists. 


The total of $3,077,997,000 in March was 11 percent 
ahead of the corresponding month of 1956. This was the 
largest percentage increase registered in recent months. 


The March figures included a number of unusually 
large contracts. Among them were two office building 
projects in Manhattan which together totalled over one 
hundred million dollars, a $75 million pipe line develop- 
ment in Texas, and a water supply project in California 
at almost $50 million. 

The increase in total construction contracts came in 
spite of a decline in the residential category. The March 
figure for residential contracts was $1,107,288,000, down 
seven percent from the total for March, 1956. This is the 
second consecutive month in which the residential dollar 
total has been seven percent below the comparable period 
of last year. 

March contracts for non-residential building amount- 
ed to $1,092,441,000, up three percent from last March. 
Within this category, manufacturing buildings and pub- 
lic buildings were far below the year-ago level, but all 
other major non-residential types showed substantial tn- 
creases. Contracts for hospitals in March were up more 
than 100 percent above last year. 

The major factor in the rise in total construction 
contracts, however, was a 69 percent increase in the 
heavy engineering category. The March total for heavy 
engineering was $878,268,000. 

Cumulative construction contract totals for the first 
quarter of 1957, with percentage changes from the first 
quarter of 1956, are as follows: Non-residential building, 
$2,826,647,000, up nine percent; residential building, 
$2,799,340,000, down five percent; heavy engineering, 
$1,912,573,000, up 14 percent; total construction. $7,538,- 
560,000, up four percent.

A thin 
laminated sheet electric insulating material having high 
strength and good resistance to cracking and breaking com- 
prises a center sheet of glass cloth bounded on each side by a 
surface sheet of asbestos paper impregnated with a polyester 
resin. 

Thermal Insulating Structures and Methods For the Pro- 
duction Thereof.
